When They Stoned Actors. 


Authors and actors of today have 


reason to congratulate themselves upon 
the disuse of many of the ancient 
Greek methods of showing dissatisfac- 
tion in the theater. Tbe worst that a 
playwright must reckon with now is an 
ironical cry of "Author!" followed by a 
booing demonstration. But it is on rec- 
ord that the Athenian audience at least 
once forcibly ejected an unsuccessful 
comic poet from the theater. The pelt- 
ing of bad actors with vegetables and 
questionable eirtr? is rare now even in 
the remotest provinces. But the Athen- 
ians did not draw the line at figs and 
olives as missiles. Aeschines was said 
nearly to have been stoned to death 
during his stage career, and there is a 
story of a second rate musician who 
borrowed a quantity of stone from a 
friend to build a house with, promising 
to repay the loan with tbe stones col-
